We note with tue very greatest iuterest the fact that 
there is every probability ol the establishment of au Of- 
ficers Training Corps at this University in the very near 
future. There are so tnauy desirable ;eatures about an 
organization of this nature that its establishment ay 
McGill University is a matter of the greatest import- 
ance and significance. 

To the college itself the Training Corps will filll a 
long felt want as there has never oeeu anything even 
remotely resembling this body in any way here. At To- 
ronto and Queens they have companies ol eugmeers and 
although tliey are ol much less importance than the sug- 
gested organization will undoubtedly be, still they serve 
a very useful purpose. 

McGill lias in this connection suffered in comparison 
with the sister universities but will now immediately 
take its position as the best equipped Canadian college 
iu a military sense. Not only will this movement aud 
another laurel to the many proud wreaths our univer- 
sity boasts but to the individual student it will present 
an opportunity to acquire a training of the utmost val- 
ue in many ways. The eilect of military instruction and 
its accompanying disciplinary traiuiug is admittedly of 
the greatest benefit possible to the individual who 
is educated along these lines. In addition to this, such 
a rourse means Wit, if in the future the mobilization of 
a Canadian army shonlil ever become imperative, then 
McGill men would be in a position to immediately as- 
sume the rank of olliccrs. 

Tiie probability of the occurence of an exigency of 
this nature is of course extremely remote, but even so 
preparation for an eventuality of this kind is both justi- 
fiable and important. 

As far as the immediate benefits are concerned one 
which is particularly worthy of mention is the coordina- 
tion ami interning] i i the meu ol the various facul- 
ties which must necessarily ensue upon the adoption ol 
a scheme of this kuni. Then too it will render the 
course of instruction in military subjects which is at 
present given at the college, one ol the greatest utility, 
whereas at present its advantages are of a somewhat 
theoretical nature, all hough it undoubtedly is one of 
the most interesting subjects iu the curriculum. 

The scheme however has a bearing which is more 
than purely local. The actual place which this corps 
will hold and the influence which it will' undoubtedly 
have in College life arc perhaps the least important 
phases of the matter. It is iu reality an institution 
which, given favorable circumstances is bound to have a 
great influence on national life. 

That University graduates, the finest type of citizens 
in the community, should be versed in the Art of War as 
well as in the more peaceful everyday pursuits, is most 
desirable from \ every point of view, far and wide 
throughout the country there would he men capable of 
taking , command of field forces at a moments notice. 
Every year from the door of this great University men 
would go forth with an active interest in the Canadian 
militia.. As a result they would in all probability sus- 
tain this by taking positions as officers thus raising the 
efficiency of our present military system. 

Organizations of this nature have been instituted at 
the great Euglish Universities and have proved both ef- 
fective and popular, tflcGill is the first University in 
the Empire outside of t! • British Isles to institute any- 
thing along these lines and that the preference should 
have been given to our Alma Katcr, although ooly oat- 
uraï, is still a matter (or oou^ratulation. 

The second stop this year in advance of our Sister 
Colleges is to be taken by our University. The Greater 
McGill" has indeed arrived. 

The movement to institute an Officers Training Corps 
is both practical ami patriotic and the men who are be- 
hind this scheme deserve tile thanks not only of the un- 
dergraduates and the governing body but also the coun- 
try at large. •
